BEAUTY IN HIS HEART 


I 
N THE state of Connecticut they have a governor whom they call “U n­ 
ci? T hy.” so beloved is he. He became too cid to teach in Yale Uni­ 
versity, and was retired—and so the people of this state made him their 
governor, electing him for his third term recently, by a greater vote than 
ever. 
Traveling through the state I came upon his Thanksgiving proclam a­ 
tion, which, for simple, sheer beauty is one of the loveliest pieces of w rit­ 
ing th a t I have come across in a long time. I wish to quote a part. Here 
is the opening sentence: 
"Time out cf mind a t this turn of the season’s, when the hardy oak 
leaves rustle in the wind, and the frost gives a tang to the air, and the 
dusk falls early, and the friendly evenings lengthen under the heel of 
Orion, it has seemed good to our people to join together in praising the 
Creator and Preserver, who brought us by a way th at we did net know to 
J the end of another year.” 
Then he continues, after calling upon the people of his state to give 
common thanks— 
• For all those things, as dear as breath to the body, th a t quicken 
m an’s faith in his manhood, th at nourish and strengthen his spirit to do 
the great works still before him; for the brotherly word and act; for honor 
held above price; for steadfast courage ana zeal in the long, long search 
niter truth; for liberty, an'I for justice freely granted by each to his fellow 
and so as freely enjoyed; and for tile crowning glory and mercy of peace 
upon our land.” 
It would do this world a great deal of good if there were more gov­ 
ernors. rulers and leaders, who carried such beauty, and such appreciation 
for the finer things of life, around in their hearts, for a m an cannot ex­ 
press beauty as Governor Cross did w ithout dipping his pen into his heart. 
Well, on this side of the Atlantic, we all should be happy, blessed as 
we are—and be glad to pay the cost, no m atter how high in effort and 
sacrifice.
